Kingdomes ) not onely to commend the ſame to the ſerious conſideration ofHis pꝛiuie Counſell, but 
maturely to conſult and aduiſe thereon himſelfe-andin the end after many and deltberate debatements 

' thereof, hath with the aduiſe of His pziuie Counſell reſolued vpon theſe enſuing Articles. 

F.irſt, that Leaſes foz one and twentie yeeres ſhall be made vnder the great Seale of England foz any 
the laid Mynes. vnto ſuch as will vndertake the ſame, either in his Pateſties owne lands and ſoyle, oꝛ in 
the lands and ſoyle of any others within either al the laid e 02 Dominion, except the Countie of 
Cardigan. 

- Secondly, That foꝛ encouragement of the laid Leſſees, they ſhall ho the ſame two yeeres fromthe 
date of the ſaid Leaſesfreefrom any rent oꝛ payment to his Maieſtie. | 
Thirdly, in caſe the ſaid Leſſees ſhall diſcouer any ſuch Myne within the limits and bounds tontei⸗ 
ned in their Leaſes, and after opening thereof, the Ueine ſhall be found to runne into any other 
grounds adiatent, and being without the limits and boundsconteinedin the ſaid Leaſes, the Leſſees 
ſhall be enabled to follow and wozke after the lame Ueine into all other plates (extepting Mynes ope⸗ 
ned by others in the lame ground, into which the Ueme runneth,befoze the diſcouery made by ſuch Lef- 
lces) alwayes allowing bnto ſuchowners and poſſeſſozs of the ground: fo:the time being into which the \ 14

Fourthly,to the intent the laid Pynes ſhal not lie vnpjofitable,as peretofope.his Matelttes eieaterets, DE. 


That the laid Undertakers ſhall ſo pꝛepare and begin their wozke with ſuch connententexpedition, as 
that from the endof two yeeresafter the date of their Leaſes, they ſhall allow and pay his Pateſtiethe 
p2oportion of luer and other Pettall hereafter mentioned, and ſhallefectually pꝛoteede therein with 
ſuchtompetent ſtocke and number of woꝛkemen. as the ſcituation, richneſle, and tondition of the Pynes 
ſhatlrequire,aud ſhallyceld to his Maieſtie from the end of the ſaid two peeres, the tenth part of all the 
Gold; Hiluer, Copper, and Lead extratted and refined, which ſhall p:oceede 02 tome of the ſayd Mynes. 
And fo2 the moze eaſe and expedition of ſuch as ſhall ſue foz any ſuch Leaſes, the Loꝛd Treaſurer and 
Chanceiloz of the Exchequer within the Reaune ol England. ozeſther of themin the vacancy of the other, 
wall and may, without other luit to his Maieſtie, appoint the limits and bounds to be contained in each 
mans Leale, and giue oer accozdingly to his Patelkies Attourney generall. And his Pateſie in fa- 
uourtotheownersofthe Within which the layd Pynes are, is pleaſed, that they, os luch as they 
ſhall nominate,ve pzeferredto the ſaid Leafes befoze allothers,ſo as they attend the ſaid Lozd Treaſu⸗ 
rer e Chancellaz, and takethe ſame within thee Monethe alter the publiſhing of this his Royal Pzo» 
clamation in the Countie where the lam lands lie. And in caſe they doe not attend and take the ſame
